of Indexing 
books 
Cicero 
used

word "Index." but in the sense of a 
table of 
contents. 
Seneca 
provided 
some works which he sent to a friend 
with notes of particular passages. 
so 
that he who only aimed at the useful 
might be spared the trouble of exam- 
ining them entire." 
tfhis was at least 
a partial "index" in the modern sense. 
Annotated, 
or 
at least 
explanatory, 
tables of contents seem to have 
pre- 
ceded the Index proper. 
Such tables 
followed the order 
of 
appearance 
of 
the subjects

book itself. Alphaltetical arrangement, 
which was the beginning of the real
